As your Town Moderator, I report as follows: 


In 1967, the Annual Town Meeting and several Special Town Meet- 
ings were conducted. 


Pursuant to votes taken at such meetings, I appointed members to the 
following committees, after screening many candidates and processing 
applications for appointments: 


Appropriations Committee; Wage and Personnel Board; 
Permanent Advisory Building Committee; Fire Department Study 
Commuttee; Automated Voting Study Committee; Dog Leash 
Law Study Committee; Capital Outlay Programming Committee; 
Future School Needs Study Committee; Committee for Plans for 
Elementary School Addition; Committee on Parks and Play- 
grounds. 


To list the entire number of appointments would require more space 
than allotted for this report, but I would state that it was a distinct 
pleasure to have had the privilege of working with such devoted persons 
as those on these committees. The result of their work is to be reported 
at the 1968 Annual Town Meeting. 

In addition, as your Moderator, I represented the Town of Walpole 
at many state functions dealing with problems of local Town Government, 
and at the Massachusetts Moderators’ Association. 

Of primary importance has been the utilization of the Appropriations 
Committee as a “liason” or general advisory committee to other depart- 
ments of Town Government pursuant to the Walpole Town Charter.

Farly in 1967 a program of rubbish collection was instituted for all 
residences in the town. Some short time later the sanitary land fill area 


off Lincoln Road was cpened. State agencies have reported this to be one 
cf the finest such areas in the State. 


Town meeting action made it possible for the town to accept a 
generous gift from Miss Anne Bird of a well site in the Mine Brook 
Area and an access road to same.

WALPOLE RECEIVES WNAC-TV ACHIEVEMENT AWARD FOR ‘67 

Walpole was selected to receive a WNAC-TV 1967 Commu- 
nity Achievement Award—an honor given to few towns in the 
Commonwealth. The award was given on the basis of Walpole 
having demonstrated a marked degree of imagination and energy 
toward creative community advancement. 

Presentation of the award took place on the steps of Walpole 
Town Hall on November 6. William M. McCormick, vice-president 
and general manager of WNAC-TV presented a plaque honoring 
Walpole to David E. Perkins, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 

During the week of November 2 Channel 7 (WNAC-TV) 
“saluted” Walpole using the Walpole Town Hall as the station 
identification. Each broadcast day, during the week, began and 
ended with the Walpole High School Band playing the Star Spangled 
Banner. In addition, a number of times each day a color television 
biography of Walpole was presented including aerial photographs of 
the town, featuring close-ups of the important elements in the Town’s 
past and future, as well as the actual sound on film coverage of the 
award presentation.

The fact that State Administration of the Public Welfare Program 
is to take effect on July 1, 1968 is undoubtedly well known to all of our 
readers. This fact makes the writing of this particular report somewhat 
difficult since it is written with feelings of mixed emotions and a great 
deal of nostalgia.

During the year 1967 Mrs. Rose M. Gray retired from our Board of 
Public Welfare after seventeen years of devoted and loyal service. We 
have missed her greatly Lut we can only wish her happiness and good 
health in her retirement. 


Due to the increased work load, approval was sought and granted to 
hire a Social Worker and additional clerical help. We were most fortunate 
in gaining the services of Mrs. Cynthia E. Ridolfi on our clerical staff. Mrs. 
Ridolfi came to us with an excellent background and her work performance 
has been outstanding. The position of Social Worker remains unfilled at 
this writing. 

Title XIX “Medical Assistance Program” became effective on Sep- 
tember 1, 1966 and was put into immediate effect in this office; but 
through the media of advertising on or about June 1, 1967 more people 
became aware of the program and as a result this office received 624 
applications for this program alone from June 1 through December 31, 
and medical services have been rendered to 1,372 individuals. Of this num- 
ber, services were provided to 96 adults over 65 years of age who were 
categorically related to Old Age Assistance; 9 adults between the ages of 
21 and 65 who were categorically related to Disability Assistance; 40 
adults who were categorically related to Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children; and 1,150 children under the age of 21. This program resulted 
in increased costs of medical expense from $9,492.00 for the month of 
December 1966 to $29,555.00 in December of 1967. 


The Disability Assistance Program and Old Age Assistance Program 
remained stationary during the year; however, the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children Program tripled. 


We would like to make mention of recoveries made for the year in 
the amount of $3,897.23, bringing the total of recoveries made by this 
department up to a total of $47,884.92. 


The changes in the Welfare Field are far too numerous to write into 
this report but they are available for the perusal of any resident at the 
Welfare Office. 


This report is finalized by stating that we find it most pleasant to 
acknowledge the fact that our duties have always been made easier by the 
assistance received from the many and varied employees of the town, from 
the members of the Honorable Board of Selectmen, Mr. John P. Mogan, 
Town Administrator, and all those persons and organizations who have 
been so generous to us over the past year. 


We are warmly grateful to each and everyone who shared in the 
challenge of the tasks of the work and we have been gratified to serve you. 


Ueternans” Services 


JAMES J. FITZGIBBONS, Director-A gent 


During the past year, we have filed with the Veterans Administra- 
tion in behalf of veterans and/or their dependents the following claims 
and applications: For service connected disabilities 5, non-service pen- 
sions 4, widows and widows and children’s pensions 7, grave markers or 
headstones 8, certificates for loan eligibility 6, schooling and/or on the 
job training 22, annual income questionaires for pensioners 31. 


With regard to assistance to needy veterans and/or their dependents, 
under Chapter 115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, we had 21 new 
or reapplications. Of these 2 were renewals, 2 were withdrawn, 2 were 
rejected, 12 applications were of a temporary nature and 3 became perma- 
nent cases. We lost 1 permanent and 1 temporary case due to new resi- 
dence of the applicant. 


We recovered $1,098.69 due to a new feature of our office namely 
Medix 2. The total amount expended under Chapter 115 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts amounted to $19,824.43, half of which is re- 
imbursible to the Town as the Commonwealth pays one-half and the Town 
pays one-half of all authorized expenditures. 


We had 184 office visits, made 56 home calls, made 412 copies of 
various documents such as discharges, birth, death and marriage records, 
etc. We entered in our “Log” book, the discharges of 38 veterans. We 
disseminated various V.A. information and data originating from the V.A. 
We also, with the assistance of the “Walpole Times”, set up a weekly 
column in that newspaper for the benefit of the local veterans and their 
dependents thereby keeping them abreast of all veterans’ data which 
should help the veteran immensely. 


We have placed all permanent cases of veterans and their dependents 
who are on our assistance rolls and who are 65 and over under the Blue 
Cross Medix 2 program, thereby protecting the town from large hospital 
bills. The cost of this program to the town is insignificant compared to 
the benefits derived. As previously stated we have already got back our 
$1,000.00, a complete repayment, due to this program. 


We wish to point out that with the increase in the number of veter- 
ans, our work load will also increase as will the costs in running the 
Department. 


Our thanks are expressed to the various personnel of the Veterans’ 
Administration and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of 
Veterans’ Services and its service department for all the kindnesses and 
patience in our dealings with them, to the various departments and offices 
of the town and to all who in any way assisted this office. We hope this 
amiable and cooperative spirit will continue as it has in the past.

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School Dentist and Dental Hygienist

The school dental program in Walpole is both educational and 
clinical. 

The educational program consists of monthly classroom visits in the 
elementary grades by Mrs. Zlochiver and Mrs. Swanbeck, the two dental 
hygienists. They inspect the teeth for cleanliness and follow-up purposes 
and also stress the importance of establishing good dental health habits 
with special emphasis on brushing the teeth after eating, regular visits 
to the dentist and eating well-balanced meals. In addition, the use of 
audio-visual film strips followed by a question and answer period are 
helpful and popular with the students. 


The clinical aspects of the dental program are two-fold. One consists 
of dental services provided two days a week for eligible children in the 
elementary grades and for pupils in the upper grades when requested. 
Dr. Smookler, the school dentist, is assisted by one of the dental hygienists. 
The other dental hygienist cleans the teeth and applies topical fluoride, 
with parental permission, to the teeth of the second grade children.

The Walpole Town Playgrounds were open this summer during an 
eight week period in July and August. Playground hours were 9:30 a.m. 
to 12:00 noon and 1 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. on all weekdays having suitable 
weather. The summer playground program is set up so as to accomodate 
all Walpole children of school age (6 years to 19 years) and their visiting 
friends. 


Assigned to each play area are two instructors whose job it is to 
organize games and contests according to the weather (particularly the 
temperature) and also in relation to the numker of children attending 
the playground at any particular time. 


The 1967 instructors and the playgrounds to which they were assigned 
were: 


Central Playground (Blackburn Hall), Peter Brady and Eleanor 
Giusti. 


East Walpole (Bird Park), Edward Mullen and Nancy Tarbell.

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North Walpole (Old Fisher School), Timothy Collins and Mary 
Smith. 


South Walpole (Boyden School), William Kennedy and Susan Fish. 


The program was informal in that a youngster could come to a play- 
ground or leave at any time he wished. He was also allowed to choose the 
type of game he wanted to play providing of course, it didn’t interfere 
with one of the regularly scheduled activities. Baseball, softball, horseshoes, 
badminton, whiffle ball, croquet, and ping pong, were some of the active 
games played daily. Toward the end of the summer touch football became 
a favorite for the boys at several of the playgrounds. Quiet type games 
such as checkers, scrabble, chess, monopoly, sorry, dominoes, bingo, par- 
chese, and life were the favorites on the extra hot afternoons. 


To keep up the interest a program of special weekly events was 
arranged. The trip to Fenway Park which has always been a highlight of 
the program turned out to be a “spectacular” this year. 


The champion Red Sox true to the 1967 seasonal pattern came from 
behind to beat California, giving many of the playgrounders the thrill of 
their life. Another favorite on the list of weekly events, was the visit to 
‘Walpole on August 2, by the Boston Children’s Theatre Stagemobile. Over 
700 parents and children watched as the theatre cast presented its special 
version of “Cinderella”. 


As in the past, an arts and crafts program was conducted at each 
playground.

In 1967 Federal programs placed greater and more complex demands 
on the Walpole Visiting Nurse Association. Many in-service lectures 
and seminars were attended by the nurses to prepare them to meet chal- 
lenges required by the changing patterns in Public Health nursing. 


Due to new legislation and re-organization in Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation in Massachusetts, our public health nurses will play 
a major role in aiding patients returning to the community from state 
institutions. Another changing pattern in Public Health is to have com- 
munity resources working together in a team approach, to serve individuals 
and families. We continued with Tuberculosis follow-up care, and nurses 
attended lectures to become aware of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health’s new concepts in Tuberculosis Control. As in former years, 
we assisted with T.B. Testing in public and parochial schools. 


Under the supervision of Dr. Edward DeRoma and with the assistance 
of the V.N.A. directors and nurses, a Measles Clinic was held on March 
25, 1967. We were invited to participate in the Rotary Trade Fair, spon- 
sored by Betro Pharmacy. The staff nurses also worked with the Walpole 
Lions Club in their successful Glaucoma Clinic. The V.N.A. donated 15 
nursing hours to the Walpole Red Cross Bloodmobile. A total of 3898 
visits were made including 349 health guidance visits to new mothers and 
babies. On behalf of the Walpole Emergency Medical Aid Fund eleven 
recommendations were made for assistance. 


To continue to give our town the best possible services, we applied 
and were re-certified as a participating Home Health Agency for Federal 
Health Insurance under Social Security (Medicare). This necessitated many 
hours of our directors’ time to meet all the qualifications required by the 
Federal Government and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 
To facilitate the additional office work, a clerk was added to the staff. As 
in 1966, Walpole V.N.A. joined with Sharon, Franklin and Wrentham to 
purchase public health supervision from Foxboro V.N.A. This year has 
seen another increase in services offered by our agency. Now in addition 
to physical and speech therapy we offer occupational therapy to residents of 
Walpole. We have continued in our efforts to establish a Homemakers- 
Home Health Aid Service on a regional basis through the Norfolk Bristol 
Health, Educational and Welfare Council of which two of our directors 
are members. This service is vital in our mobile society both for the young 
and old and we hope that it will be reality in 1968.

In September 1967 the Town acquired a new ambulance. It is full sized with all the 
necessary and latest equipment. This ambulance should serve the Town well in many 
months to come. 


During the past year, it was the town’s loss and their families’ gain, 
when, on May 25, 1967, Officer Ollo W. O'Neill retired from the Depart- 
ment after twenty-five years of service and on December 31, 1967, Ser- 
geant John J. Buckley retired after thirty years of service. 


We wish John and Ollo many more years of good health and relaxa- 
tion with their families and friends. 


In May, 1967, Patrolman William Fitzgibbons was appointed as a 
permanent officer to the Police Department. He completed a “Depart- 
mental Training Course” and attended and passed a First Aid Course. 


The “Pistol Team” once again enjoyed a successful year and again 
won the Norfolk County Trust Company trophy. They have captured 
this trophy in the past ten out of twelves years. The team also competed 
in other competitive matches and exhibitions held locally and in New 
England and won team and individual honors. All members of the 
Department are required to fire in pistol matches and twice a year they 
must fire the Practical Pistol Course which is recommended by the F.B.I. 
for regular police work. 


Due to the ever amounting problems that confront a modern police 
department, emphasis has been placed on training and the use of modern 
equipment, techniques and police “know-how.” In the past four years 
seven officers have attended and successfully passed a six weeks training 


course at the State Police Academy. In the past year, officers attended 
various seminars and training classes sponsored by the F.B.I., State and 
County agencies and Universities. Courses included Juvenile Problems, 
Drugs and Narcotics, Administration, Supervision, Public Relations, Fire- 
arms instruction and other police problems. 


The operation of radar in various sections of the town has proved 
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to ke effective as far as slowing down traffic is concerned. It has also 
aided in traffic studies, which we find that we must step up to keep 
abreast of the increasing traffic and traffic problems. This town has reached 
a point where we must have a permanent “Traffic Bureau” to constantly 
stay on top of these problems. 


The purchasing of “Walkie Talkies” has increased our communica- 
tions system immeasurably, especially between the foot patrolman and the 
base station. This equipment is also used with great success in other police 
jobs and assignments. 


On December 20, 1967 the Governor signed an “emergency law,” the 
so-called “Implied Consent Law” (Chapter 773 of the Acts of 1967) 
which requires the automatic suspension of a driver's license for anyone, 
who after being arrested, refuses to consent to a breath test to determine 
blood-alcohol content. This is called a “Breatholizer Test.” 


I mention this because the training of the men and the purchasing 
of the equipment will be costly to the Town unless paid for by Federal 
Funds. A study is now under way to determine if this can be done. A 
police officer must pass a forty-hour course to become certified in the 
operaticn of a “Breatholizer” machine. 


During the past year we had a very serious crime committed in the 
town which was murder. Otherwise we had few major crimes, and our 
juvenile problem remained about the same as it has for the past two 
years, which in our opinion is not a serious situation at this time. Our 
juvenile problems are not constant and if we have been at all successful, 
this can be traced to our relentless program of prevention, which calls for 
constant vigilance on the part of the police officers. Another part of the 
success picture can be traced to the splendid cooperation of many citizen 
in the town. 


The Town of Walpole has grown to a point where we, in law 
enforcement, must turn to “specialization.” We moved into the “grass- 
roots’ phase three years ago when we set up an “investigation bureau” 
and we must move into other areas such as traffic, intelligence, com- 
munications, etc. The chain of command must be updated; we must con- 
tinue professional developments and constantly improve performance; 
we must have bold, imaginative approaches in order to continue effective 
and efficient law enforcement for the Town and its citizens and we must 
have continued cooperation and understanding from our citizens, and our 
various boards and committees. 


The following are some 1966 F.B.I. statistics which we believe will 
be of interest to our citizens: 


Risk of becoming a victim of serious crime increased 10 percent in 
1966 with almost two victims per each 100 inhabitants. 


Daytime burglaries of residences rose 140% in 1966 over 1960. 


Arrest of juveniles for serious crimes increased 54 percent in 1966 
over 1960, while number of persons in the young age group, 10-17, 
increased 19 percent.

Arrests for Narcotic Drug Law violations rose 82 percent, 1960- 
1966. Narcotic arrests 1966 over 1965 up 28 percent influenced primarily 
by marijuana arrests in Western States. 


Study disclosed that 55 percent of offenders released to the street in 
1963 rearrested within two and one-half years. 


Eighty-three percent of those persons acquitted or dismissed in 1963 
were rearrested within 30 months. 


Fifty-seven law enforcement officers murdered by felons in 1966. 
Firearms used as murder weapons in 96 percent of police killings since 


1960. 


Crime Clocks 1966: Serious crimes 6 each minute, murder 1 every 
48 minutes, robbery one every 342 minutes, forcible rape one every 
21 minutes, burglary one every 23 seconds, auto theft one every 57 seconds.

The year 1967 saw the retirement of two of our veteran firefighters, 
Lieutenant John Comfort from Company 1, and Firefighter Benjamin 
Follett from Company 3. 


Lieutenant Comfort was appointed a firefighter in 1939 and promoted 
to lieutenant in 1957. He retired after almost twenty-eight years of service 
at the age of sixty-five. 


Firefighter Benjamin Follett was appointed in 1928 and was an 
able Department driver for many of the intervening years. He retired 
after 39 years of service for reasons of health. His son, Robert Follett, 
is presently a member of Company 3. 


All members of the Department wish these two men and their wives 
many happy years of retirement. 


Several training courses and seminars were attended by our fire- 
fighters and officers throughout the year. These were in addition to our 
regular monthly practice sessions held within our Department. One of 
the seminars was for two days, held at the Norfolk County Agricultural 
High School with the able assistance of the State Department of Education 
and the Massachusetts Fire Department Drill Instructors Association. 


The Night Before the Fourth celebration proved to be a huge suc- 
cess, as usual. This non-profit event, arranged by the members of the 
Department on a voluntary basis has become an institution in Walpole. 
Families come from miles around attracted by the Band Concert, the 
fireworks, the reasonably priced “hot dogs,” ice cream, soda pop, and pop- 
corn, and the general fun of meeting people. The fire trucks are on display 
making it an “Open House” occasion for the townspeople. 


All inspections required by law were complied with and recommenda- 
tions were made, where necessary. 


Thanks are due to all of our Call firefighters and our Town Officials 
for their efforts on behalf of the Department. 

Due to an unsual, but welcome, wet spring and fall, the number of 
alarms decreased. 


Fire Alarm 


One new street fire alarm box, one school master box, and two pri- 
vately owned boxes on buildings were connected to the system during the 
year 1967. Our wire replacement, box replacements, box inspections, and 
tree trimming programs continued as usual. 


A total of 1945 manhours were expended on maintenance, testing, 
repairs, and new construction. 


There was a very significant increase in false alarms reported by 
telephone in 1967. (Approximately a 500% increase was posted during 
the year. ) 
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A total of 325 alarms were sounded over our fire alarm system in 


1967.

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Library Addition 


Voters at the special town meeting on March 14, without debate, 
unanimously approved an appropriation of $402,120 for an addition to the 
main library building, thereby taking a gigantic step towards the solution 
cf one of the library's most pressing problems: space. 


The nature of the vote was gratifying to all concerned: trustees, build- 
ing committee, librarian, and, above all, to those of the library staff who 
have worked so long to give townspeople the best possible library service 
despite cramped, frigid or overheated quarters and otherwise frustrating 
conditions. 


Actual cost of the addition will be reduced by $99,000 thanks to a 
gtant awarded under the Federal Library Services and Construction Act. 
However, the formalities and red tape involved in qualifying for the grant 
delayed the start of construction until fall. Construction bids were opened 
on July 21, a contract signed with Donald M. Manzelli, Inc. on August 29, 
and work began on September 5. Completion target date is about the same 
time in the fall of 1968. 


Pians and preparations for the move to enlarged quarters have been 
under way ever since the possibility became a reality. A number of 
changes in arrangements and procedures are being studied with a view 
towards simplifying things and making it easier for library patrons to find 
and borrow what they want. 


One such change has already been accomplished: the division of the 
card catalog into three sections—author, title and subject rather than having 
all cards interfiled in one alphabet. This has made the card catalog much 
easier both to use and to maintain. Work on the main library’s catalog 
was completed during the summer by Nancy Pellini and Sylvia Barney. 
The North Walpole Branch’s staff worked on their catalog, while East 
Walpole’s catalog was still being worked on at the end of the year. 


Children’s Work 


Beginning in January, the children’s section of the main library has 
been open on Wednesday evenings for the convenience of parents wishing 
to visit the library with their children. Started on a trial basis, these added 
hours have proved so popular that they will ke continued indefinitely. 


All three parts of the library held regular story hours in 1967. At 
main library the children were divided into three age groups: pre-school, 
lower elementary and upper elementary. This made it possible to tailor 
each program towards the particular children involved. These story hours, 
lel by Mrs. Keefe, were most successful and will be resumed after work 
cn the Luilding has been completed. 


At East Walpole Eranch, Mrs. Pyne presented a weekly Saturday 
story hour and at North Walpole branch Mrs. Tremblay conducted an 
experimental ten-session series. Physical conditions at North are such that 
a repitition dces not seem desirable or feasible. Consequently, at the end 
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of the year only East Walpole branch library could provide this important 
children’s activity. 


The 1967 Robin Hood Summer Reading Club attracted 933 partici- 
pants, of whom 474 finished at least 16 books apiece while another 146 
children read at least eight books each. 


Poster Contest 


A poster contest was held for high school students in connection with 
publicizing the need for the addition. The three prize winners were Nancy 
Johnson, Diane Dufresne and William Milbury, who have been awarded 
books for their personal libraries. Contest judges were Mrs. Thomas Dunn, 
Mrs. John Goss, and Mrs. Richard Gleason. Alfred Lazzeri of the Senior 
High School faculty was most helpful in making arrangements with the 
students. 


Staff Notes 


On June 1, Dolores Munson, cataloger, was named Assistant Librarian. 
Along with the added responsibility of the position she continues to be 
responsible for ordering, cataloging and processing additions to the adult 
collections. 


Eleanor Wilson joined the main library staff as a part-time desk 
assistant in October and at the end of December Nancy Thomas resigned 
as part-time office assistant. 


Special recognition and appreciation is due the staff of the East 
Walpole Branch library for carrying on the branch’s operations so well 
during the absence of the Branch Librarian, especially Mrs. Mudgett and 
Mrs. Gilmore who are jointly second in command. 


Library Meetings 


In addition to meetings of the various professional library groups of 
the area, which staff members take turns attending, Miss Locke attended 
the week long annual conference of the American Library Association 
which this year met in San Francisco. A workshop on “The Orientation 
of the Out-of-School Adult to the Use of the Public Library” (helping 
adults find their way around the library) yielded a number of promising 
ideas for Walpole’s library. 


The main conference theme was “The Crisis in Library Manpower” 
and many of the meetings were devoted to the problems of finding, train- 
ing, educating and utilizing library personnel effectively, and, inevitably, 
the salary problem. 


Miss Locke also was fortunate to have been one of twenty-five Massa- 
chusetts head librarians chosen to attend a three day “Executive Develop- 
ment Workshop” held in October at the Lord Jeffrey Inn in Amherst. 
The purpose of the workshop was to teach leadership skills and managerial 
techniques and to help develop awareness of the human relations problems 
in library administration. Funded under the aforementioned Library Serv- 
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ices and Construction Act, the participants found this an exhilarating and 
exhausting experience. 


In Gratitude 


Thanks are due the donors of the many gifts of books and recordings 
received throughout the year, to Miss Beryl Simpson and her committee 
for their work on the observance of National Library Week, to the high 
school students who took part in the poster contest and their teacher and 
the judges, especially to the voters of the town who have presented the 
library with the great opportunity for improvement and growth. 


The librarian also wishes to express her appreciation to the library

The Town Planning Board met regularly on the first and third Tues- 
day of each month and also held 15 special meetings and six public hear- 
ings. Public hearings were held concerning subdivisions, zoning changes, 
amendments to parking regulations, and site plan approval in non-resi- 
dential districts. 


The board also met with the Industrial Commission, Conservation 
Commission, Recreation Commission, the Board of Selectmen, and the 
Town Administrator on matters of mutual concern. 


The board was fortunate in obtaining the services of Mrs. Jacqueline 
Troxell as a part-time clerk to attend all meetings and to be in the office 
on Monday and Wednesday from 9 a.m. to | p.m. 


Upon the recommendation of the Planning Board at the Annual 
Town Meeting, the Town voted to accept 14 new streets. 


The board had an official zoning map of the Town made up by 
Pilling Engineering Company, and it is now hanging in the Board of 
Selectmen's Room. 


Mr. Louis E. Hoegler, after serving the board for 13 years, resigned 
on September 15 to accept the position of Town Clerk. Although we 
regret the loss of his experience, we are happy with his new appointment. 


Meetings of the Town Planning Board are open to the public, and 
the board welcomes attendance of citizens at the meetings in order that 
they may better understand the duties and functions of their Planning 
Board.

The rules and regulations of the Board of Appeal with regard to 
Zoning and Building By-Law decisions by Administrative Officials and 
the Building Inspector remain unchanged. 


There was a 50% increase in the number of appeals over 1966. There 
were 53 advertised hearings. Of this number 21 were for site plans and 
three for temporary permits for mobile homes. Two of the hearings on 
mobile homes were to provide temporary shelter for applicants whose 
dwellings were partially destroyed by fire. The hearings on site plans 
continue to consume a major portion of the Board’s time and also have 
greater public interest and participation than the applications for vari- 
ances or special permits. They also are the source of court litigation 
against the members of the Board who must be represented in the Superior 
Court by Town Counsel. 


Of the 21 site plans approved, two have been appealed to the Superior 
Court and as yet there has been no court decision. 


Forty of the 53 appeals were approved, nine were denied, no action 
on two, one withdrawal and one on which decision is pending. 


In addition to the advertised hearings, there were 6 informal hearings 
for extension and/or modification of prior decisions. Of this number 
three were for extensions of gravel removal permits due to request by the 
Board of Selectmen of the operators of gravel pits that removal be stopped 
pending determination of possible violation of the Hatch Act, two were 
for the renewal of special permits on the operation of beauty shops, and 
one substituting the owner of the property for the lessee who made the 
original application. 


Due to the increased number of appeal applications, the amount 
appropriated at Town Meeting was insufficient to take care of 1967 
expenses, resulting in unpaid bills for secretarial services, supplies and 
advertising, which must be included in the 1968 budget.

How can we be sure everyone in Walpole is paying his fair share of 
the cost of town services? The answer is fair assessments. If every pro- 
perty is assessed ky the same uniform rules, then no one pays more or less 
than his fair share of taxes. Over the years some of the assessments have 
gotten out of line. In 1966 it was decided to have a town-wide equaliza- 
tion program. Cole-Layer-Trumble Company, of Dayton, Ohio, was selected 
to do the job. Each parcel is to be appraised by the same fair standards, to 
make Walpole’s assessment system as fair and up-to-date as possible. 


The vast job of appraising 6000 properties is nearly completed. 
Sometime next spring, assessment notices will be mailed cut. These assess- 
ments will be used on the 1968 tax bills. 


Normally some tax bills go up, some go down, and some stay the 
same. However, more will probably go up than down this year because the 
Town's budget is expected to be higher. As the cost of living increases, 
the Town's expenses increase. This is reflected in the tax rate. If your tax 
bill is more this year it may be because of the budget increase, or because 
your assessment has been too low in preceding years, or both. 


Those who have questions regarding their assessments will have a 
chance to review them with the appraisers at a date to be announced 
later. Further articles on the equalization program will appear in the 
“Walpole Times”.

The Industrial Commission schedules an open meeting on the second 
Tuesday of each month of the year. Special meetings with the Board of 
Selectmen, various town committees and industrial agents occur frequently. 


The prominent accomplishments for the past year are: 


1. Land zoned for industry and limited manufacturing has been listed 
and indicated as to land being occupied, not available, wetlands 
and vacant. In general the land breakdown 1s:

2. As requested in the 1967 Annual Town Meeting, a study and report 
of land along Route #1 has been completed. The Commission's 
report recommends seven areas to be rezoned to limited manu- 
facturing, total area involved 127.03 acres. The report has been 
forwarded to the Board of Selectmen and Planning Board for their 
consideration and recommendations. 


3. Zoning By Laws section on site plan approval. 
The Commission has studied numerous towns and their procedure 
and/or methods required for site plan approval within the sur- 
rounding area. 


The study indicates that the present zoning by laws requirements 
for site plan approval is inadequate and has numerous drawbacks 
and should be revised to maintain a balance in the town’s growth 
of residential versus non-residential construction to stabilize or 
minimize the tax rate growth. 


The recommended revisions, by the Commission, will be indicated 
in the 1968 Annual Town Meeting Warrant under Article 63. 

The recommended revisions will help to expedite the time involved 
for permits regarding new construction that meets all requirements 
and will reduce the workload on the Board of Appeals and Planning 
Board. The proposed changes will also allow the boards to devote 
more time to those plans requiring special variances, promote 
quicker action, and a reduction in the time required. 


4. Access Road: During the Special Town Meeting held within the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1967 it was voted and approved the town 
appropriate a sum of one thousand dollars ( $1000.) for a study of 
an access road between the Industrial Park area on Route 1A to 
Route 1. The road to be used as an access to Route 95. This would 
alleviate traffic in the center of town and make the Industrial 
Park, the largest available area for new industry, more desirable. 
This study was completed by the Norwood Engineering Company. 
Numerous routes were studied. The most feasible and economical 
method for providing the access road is as follows: 


The access road was recommended to start on South Street at 
the entrance to the present town garage, utilizing a portion of the 
existing garage roadway, then through the town forest to Wash- 
ington Street; utilize a portion of Washington Street north 
approximately six hundred feet (600’); construct new road 
through the town forest running parallel to existing Edison 
high line to the junction of Common Street and Old Post Road 
area near Route | and the cloverleaf entrance to Route 95. 
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No further action on the access road will be taken until it has 
been established that adequate taxable industry has been leased, or 
proposed construction initiated, within the Industrial Park area, 
to offset the cost of the road construction. 


5. An advertising program in a trade journal has been initiated.

The work of the Commission during the past year has proven to be 
encouraging. Walpole has the necessary attributes to attract new industry 
and to enable existing industry to expand. With this potential we see 
Walpole as the community “on-the-grow.”

During the year the town has actively continued its efforts to conserve 
natural resources within its boundaries. Through co-operation with fed- 
eral, state, and local authorities, the commission has worked to maintain 
the town’s desirable features in a time of residential and industrial 
expansion. 


The top priority projects of the Conservation Commission for 1967 
and generally continuing into 1968 are as follows: 


© Mine Brook—action to conserve this water source; protection of the 
area surrounding the town wells; use for restricted recreation. 
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®@ North Walpole Forest Conservation Area—pteliminary study for pos- 
sible future acquisition. 


© Neponset River Reservation—co-operation with other towns and orga- 
nizations to prevent river pollution and to improve flood control. 


® Traphole Brook and Spring Brook-Diamond Brook—these two areas 
are to ke combined as one study so that federal funds can be 
applied to the combined development. 


® Cedar Swamp—Maintenance of this important wetland in its natural 
state as a major factor in the town’s water table and flood control. 


© School Meadow Brook—-W ork with abutters to improve the course and 
condition of the stream. 


@ Cobb’s Pond—development for controlled recreational use; preservation 
as a water source; more effective use in flood control program. 


@ Stetson Pond—conservation of this area as part of the flood control 
program. 


@ Development of Areas and School Sites—work with school officials to 
find ways of utilizing conservation areas in the school program. 


Each commission member not only attends the meetings of the whole 
group but also functions as a member of two or more of the sub-commit- 
tees studying the various projects listed above. 


In 1967 the Conservation Commission co-operated extensively with 
the Neponset Valley Trust and the Walpole Sportsman’s Club. With the 
former group, specific land acquisitions were studied as has been done in 
the past. The co-operation with the sportsmen’s group was new in 1967 
and will be continued in the future. The most successful joint project was 
the Fishing Derby held at the Clark Pond Conservation Area. 


Other groups that the commission worked with included the Norfolk 
County Conservation District, the State Department of Natural Resources, 
and the Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions. 


The commission with the endorsement of the selectmen also took 
steps for obtaining future federal funds and more detailed studies of 
proposed projects for Traphole Brook and Diamond Brook by combining 
the two projects. 


The town acquired 8.5 acres of land, the Goffinet property in Cedar 
Swamp, bringing the land now controlled by the town for conservation 
purposes to 318 acres. Acquisitions of 30 to 40 additional acres are now 
in various stages of development. 


The Conservation Commission meets in the Town Hall on the first 
and third Thursdays of the month at 7:30 p.m. Meetings are open to the 
public, and any Walpole citizen interested in conservation is invited to 
extend his help in the work of the commission.

The Town Accountant is charged with the duty of keeping the 
Financial books of the Town, in which are recorded the Receipts and 
Disbursements resulting from the financial transactions of the Town. 
The books are, at all times available for inspection and reveal at any time, 
the exact condition of the Town’s finances. 


The work of the Town Accountant’s office along with the other 
offices connected with the financial affairs of the Town has been steadily 
increasing due to the rapid growth of the Town since the war, and the 
increasing participation of State and County government in affairs that 
had been handled locally. 


It is the duty of the Town Accountant to examine all receipts and 
expenditures of the Town and pass upon whether they are proper and in 
order. In addition, he must furnish each department head periodically a 
list of the Appropriations under his control, with the exact balances, and 
a detailed statement monthly to the Director of Accounts, Selectmen, 
Finance Committee and Town Administrator showing all Appropriation 
balances. 


During 1967 over 35,000 individual bills and invoices were exam- 
ined and processed for payment. All possible discounts were taken. Several 
instances of over-billing and double-billing were revealed and corrected, 
resulting in a considerable saving to the Town. 


The Town Accountant takes this opportunity to publicly thank all of 
the officials, boards and committees of the Town for the fine cooperation 
which he has received from them during the year. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 61, Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws the following reports are submitted.

SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


Opening day of school, September 6, 1967, found our teachers greet- 
ing 4522 pupils. Of this number 2552 are in Grades 1 - 6, 1134 are in the 
Junior High Schools, and 836 at the Senior High School. In order to 
accommodate our elementary children, we have housed a total of 104 sixth 
graders at the East Junior High School and 230 fifth and sixth graders at 
the new West Junior High School. 


The critical space shortage at the Fisher School is being studied by 
the Building Committee appointed at the annual Town Meeting. 


Our very active School Needs Committee is studying Walpole’s 
growth pattern and future school -uilding requirements. Mandatory Kin-

dergartens, rooms for Special Education classes, and the need for labora- 
tories, specialized and non-specialized classrooms are among the problems 
that must be solved within the next few years. 


CURRICULUM RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


This year for the first time the Walpole School Committee allocated 
1% of its total school budget for curriculum research and development 
purposes. This action followed recommendations contained in the recent 
curriculum study within the Walpole schools conducted by the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education. 


TUITION REIMBURSEMENT 


Approximately one-quarter of this fund was reallocated to a program 
of tuition reimbursement for purposes of assisting teachers in upgrading 
and extending their own academic competencies. Upon advance course 
approval by the Superintendent of Schools and subject to the successful 
completion of the course, teachers were reimbursed 50% of the costs if 
the course was included in a formal degree program related to the teacher’s 
subject area. 


During the spring semester and summer months, 39 teachers received 
tuition reimbursements. Thirty-one teachers are currently attending fall 
semester courses at 15 separate private colleges and universities and three 
public state colleges.

SUMMER CURRICULUM WRITING PROJECTS 


While many studied during the summer months, 11 teachers were 
engaged in curriculum writing projects within the school system. The 
teachers were selected on a competitive basis from project proposals sub- 
mitted to the Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff engaged in writing new and improved curriculum resource 
materials represented the Fine Arts, Industrial Arts, Language Arts, 
Natural Science, and Social Science subject areas. Some teachers worked 
individually, while others worked in teams of up to four members. The 
duration of these projects ranged from three to six weeks. 


As an outgrowth of these summer projects, more extensive and varied 
laboratory activities are to be found in our Sth grade General Science 
classes. A new Social Studies Committee is now at work reviewing cut- 
riculum recommendations emanating from another summer project. Addi- 
tional reports have contained the outlines for future courses in Creative 
Writing and World Art being offered in the Senior High School and an 
electricity unit at the Junior High School level. 


CURRICULUM PROJECTS 


Nearly one half the curriculum research and development funds have 
been used to introduce new curriculum projects during the school year. 
A professor of Science Education from Northeastern University is assisting 
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“Thanks, Dioris, for a job well done!” (Mrs. Doris Hartshorn, Mr. John Powers) 


our Elementary Science Committee in developing criteria for evaluating 
the many new reference materials now available nationally and being tried 
out locally. A local resident, having extensive Social Studies teaching 
experience, is working part-time as a resource teacher to help us develop 
improved curriculum resource materials. Two college students have been 
alternately employed as teacher-aides with the intent to explore additional 
means for releasing teachers from certain non-teaching duties in order to 
allow them more time in the actual teaching role. 


Two classroom teachers participated in a week-long Elementary 
Science training program sponsored by the Educational Development 
Corporation. Additional funds permitted all the members of the Senior 
High School Mathematics Department to engage in an extensive visita- 
tion program of other school systems known to be exploring new mathe- 
matics programs. A demonstration program in the Elementary School 
Language Arts area has been set up in two classrooms where extensive 
audiovisual equipment and curriculum resource materials have been con- 
centrated. A screen education program is under study by members of the 
Elementary and High School Art Departments. A pilot program of after- 
school, extra-curricular activity has been inaugurated in one of our Junior 
High Schools. 


Project funds allow teachers to be compensated for their participation 
in this program. Current activities have been selected to give breadth and 
variety to the regular school program in order that a more extensive 
Liberal Arts curriculum be made available to students. 
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New West Junior High School Opened Spring 1967 


SUMMARY 


The ultimate success of this new curriculum research and develop- 
ment program is subject to the on-going evaluation of such projects as 
are currently being funded. In the interim, one can already hear and feel 
the excitement growing as teachers and students together make new inquiry 
into new curriculum possibilities. 


READING DEPARTMENT 


The Reading Department of the Walpole Public Schools is presently 
made up of five people: four reading teachers and a system-wide super- 
visor. Each reading teacher is assigned to two schools where his role is to 
identify, diagnose, and teach disabled readers in small groups. He also 
assists teachers with grouping procedures and in the location and use of 
supplementary materials. This year, reading teachers are assigned to the 
six elementary schools and two Junior High Schools. A reading teacher 
at the Senior High School is in the plans for the future. 


The Reading Supervisor, Mrs. Donna Rhode, works with teachers and 
administrators to improve, evaluate and coordinate the total reading pro- 
gram. Her role is to upgrade the teaching of reading within the entire 
system and to be concerned with readimg both as a subject and as a tool 
for learning and recreation throughout the total school curriculum. 


This year, emphasis has been on building strong foundations in read- 
ing skills at the elementary grades through a three-track sequential basal 
reading program, a standardized phonics program and practice materials 
which are geared to individual skills needs. A testing program which 
includes reading readiness and formal and informal diagnostic and achieve- 
ment tests is in progress. 


Future plans call for the strengthening of reading skills instruction at 
the secondary levels and increasing individualized instruction at all levels 
through the use of multi-media devices and teacher made skills packets. 
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SUMMER KINDERGARTEN PROGRAM 


A five week Kindergarten program was initiated by the School Com- 
mittce from June 29 through August 4, 1967. This was the first step 
toward ultimately offering a year round program. It is the intent of the 
School Committee to have Kindergartens become an integral part of our 
elementary school. Participation was voluntary and parents were encour- 
aged to take advantage of the opportunity. Classes were scheduled at the 
Boyden, Old Post Road and Fisher Schools. Mr. Richard Eldridge directed 
the program.

At the present time, the Guidance Department consists of eight coun- 
selors and a Director of Guidance. The actual number of students serviced 
by these counselors as of December 31, 1967 is 2632. Of these, 836 are

7. Informing parents, teachers, and administrators of possible solutions 
to educational or personal problems of individual students.

This year we are using Educators Consultant Services in the prepara- 
tion of individual and master programs for pupils and teachers.

INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS 
Pupils are being well-supplied with modern instructional materials. 


Audio-visual teaching aids, curricular reading lists and reference 
materials from the library, television programs, outside speakers, and 
exhibits have been used in the instructional program. | 


We plan during the coming summer to equip a class room in the 
science department for use as a second biology laboratory. This is essential 
if we are to keep up with the demands of pupil requests for laboratory 
courses. Even with the addition of a second biology laboratory it will still 
be difficult to schedule laboratory courses next fall. 


HIGH SCHOOL MATHEMATICS 


Walpole High School offers a variety of mathematics courses to meet 
the needs of individual students. These courses are constantly reviewed 
and revised to keep abreast of the changes in requirements for those enter- 
ing vocations directly following graduation as well as those who plan to 
enter post-secondary educational institutions. 


During November and December, members of the mathematics 
departments made visits to schools which appeared to offer new approaches, 
courses or methods in the field. These schools were chosen on the basis of 
what the department considers to be the long-range needs of Walpole. 


In the Fall of 1967 Mr. Foley conducted a course, after school, one 
day a week, for those interested in programming. This course, Bastc 
Fortran Programming, covered Fortran language, simple flow-charting, 
computer systems techniques and Fortran applications to detailed problem 
solving. 


Also in 1967, Miss Radzwill took students to Westwood High School 
to take advantage of their computer facility, which is connected with 
Bolt, Baranek and Newman in Cambridge. Here some students were able 
to try out their own programs and note the results of their work. 


It is the hope of the department that, with the Town of Walpole’s 
acquisition of its own terminal, there will be many opportunities open 
to students in the fields of data processing programming.

SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


Walpole School Lunch Program, under the National School Lunch 
Program, started in September 1954 through the urgent requests of parents. 
At that time Walpole had three cafeterias: Bird School, Stone School, and 
High School. Stone School cafeteria was new; High School had just gone 
through a renovation period, therefore new modern equipment in the 
cafeteria. Bird School Cafeteria was started by the Parent Teacher’s Associ- 
ation prior to this date and we carried on from there renovating the 
cafeteria in 1962. 


Now Walpole has eight cafeterias; six well equipped. Stone School 
cafeteria needs a new dishwashing machine. The present one is worn out 
and is requiring too much money to repair. Also, in due time, we should 
install at Stone School pressure cooker and steam jacket kettle unit. We 
hope to install a garbage disposal at Bird School cafeteria in 1968. This 
will terminate a weekly garbage collection and the condition created by 
this problem from all our cafeterias. All other cafeterias have garbage 
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disposals. The cafeterias are serving at present a total daily average of 
3000 children’s lunches and 5500 cartons of milk. Besides our eight cafe- 
terias, Fisher Annex and Plimpton School may purchase milk at 3c per 
carton at recess and luncheon time. 


A child who is fed properly is a better student than a hungry one. 
Our program in the school lunch is a good program offering only the 
complete lunch daily plus ice cream and additional milk a la carte, pre- 
pared and served under clean, favorable conditions by healthy interested 
women. The lunch program continues to need local support, both moral 
and financial, if it is to avoid relinquishing its educative role to vending 
machines and food concessions. 


The program receives 20 to 25% of its foods from the federal gov- 
ernment, the remainder is paid by the School Lunch Program. 


Our aim is to continue to serve well balanced lunches at a minimum 
price, and to continually increase the child participation. 


Our office is in direct contact with all cafeterias. All records are kept 
there as to monthly food inventories, equipment inventories, daily poten- 
tial checked versus daily income, lunches and milk sold, daily ledger, 
ordering of all supplies, bills checked with deliveries, and payroll. Menu 
making is also handled in this office.

Upon receipt of such report and exami- 
nation of the complainant under oath, the Selectmen may make such order con- 
cerning the restraint, muzzling or disposal of such dog as may be deemed necessary. 
The Dog Officer, after investigation, may issue an interim order that such dog be 
restrained or muzzled for a period not to exceed fourteen days to enable the 
Selectmen to issue their order following receipt of the report of the Dog Officer. 
If the Selectmen fail to act during the period of interim order, upon expiration of 
the period the interim order automatically is vacated. 


Section 4. Restraint or Muzzling. 


The Dog Officer may restrain or muzzle, or issue an interim order to restrain 
or muzzle, tor a period not to exceed fourteen days, any dog for any of the 
following reasons: 


(a) for having bitten any person. 
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(b) If found at large or unmuzzled, as the case may be, while an order 
for the restraint of such dog is in effect. 

(c) If found in a school, schoolyard or public recreational area. 

(d) For having killed or maimed or otherwise damaged any other domes- 
ticated animal. 

(e) For chasing any vehicle upon any public way or way open to public 
travel in the Town. 

(f) For any violation of Section 2. 


Upon restraining or muzzling, or issuing an interim order to restrain or 
muzzle, the Dog Officer shall submit in writing to the Selectmen a report of his 
action and the reasons therefor. Upon receipt of such report, the Selectmen may 
make such order concerning the restraint, muzzling or disposal of such dog as may 
be deemed necessary. If the Selectmen fail to act upon the report during the period, 
interim order automatically is vacated. 


Section 5. Appeal of Restraint or Muzzling. 


The owner or keeper of any dog that has been ordered to be restrained ot 
muzzled or which has been restrained under this article, may, within ten days after 
such order, bring a petition in the district court, addressed to the justice of the 
court, praying that the order may be reviewed by the court, and after such notice 
to the officer or officers involved as the ccurt may deem necessary it shall review 
such action, hear the witnesses and affirm such order unless it shall appear that it 
was made without proper cause or in bad faith, in which case such order shall be 
reversed. The decision of the court shall be final and conclusive upon the parties. 


Section 6. Penalty. 


Any owner or keeper of a dog who shall fail to comply with any order of 
the Dog Officer, Selectmen, or District Court issued pursuant to this article shall 
be punishable by a fine of Ten Dollars ($10.00).

~The following Interim Report was submitted by Michael DeRosa, Chairman 
of the Walpole Future School Needs Study Committee: 


In accordance with the wishes of the townspeople, this committee was 
appointed by the Moderator in the Spring of 1967 to study future school needs in 
the Town of Walpole. Since its inception, the committee has been meeting on a 
ahaa basis to study and discuss many of the problems that confront our schools 
today. 


In a consideration of goals, the committee decided that the outline of major 
topics in the town’s 1963 ‘Master Plan, pertaining to schools, serves as a framework 
for this committee’s action. In this regard, sub-committees are now exploring some 
of these topics. 


The committee realizes its responsibility to Walpole taxpayers and, in view 
of this, our primary objective is to coordinate the study of the needs of Walpole 
schools with a sound fiscal program. 


It is worthy to menticn that this committee is represented by many branches 
of town administration, namely: the Board of Selectmen, the School Committee, 
School Administration and the Appropriations Committee. We believe that this 
representation which enables us to have close communication with various depart- 
ments of the Town acts as a distinct advantage. Also, we are maintaining communi- 
cations with the Committee for an Addition to an Elementary School in order to 
assist them in their planning efforts. In general, the committee realizes its obliga- 
tion to coordinate its efforts with those of other committees in the Town. 


The committee had the opportunity to meet with Mr. Wayne Stacy who con- 
ducted a tour of the High School, and in the near future, we plan to meet with 
other Walpole school principals and Department heads to discuss their immediate 
and long range needs. 


Your committee is involved in preparing enrollment projections for Walpole 
for the next several years. Tentative projected figures indicate a Senior High School 
enrollment of 1145 students in 1972 which is a 322 increase over the 1967 enroll- 
ment. It is therefore obvious to this committee that the Town must plan for some 
addition to or realignment of the High School in the not too distant future. 


The committee has decided to keep itself informed on educational plans and 
developments in other towns and cities in order to present imaginative and workable 
ideas to the town of Walpole. In this regard, we have invited guest speakers from 
outside the community who are prominent in the field of education. 
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Under continuing discussion are the following topics: 


—Population growth and its implications for Walpole’s projected needs; 

—Class size; 

—Best utilization of space already available; 

—New building designs 

—Need to renovate or replace old buildings in order to insure quality 
education for all Walpole children; 

—Possibility of leasing school buildings; 

—Need to obtain more Federal funds; 

—Flexible scheduling; 

—kKindergarten programs. 


In conclusion the committee makes the following two observations: 


1. The committee has established a definite need for additional elementary 
school classrooms and recommends that a go ahead for an addition to the 
Fisher Elementary School be given. This determination is based on antici- 
pated enrollment and the advent of the kindergarten program. Also, it 
should be noted that only 49% of the Fisher School District Elementary 
Students are presently located in the (New Fisher School, the balance being 
housed in the Old Fisher and West Junior High Schools. 


2. Notwithstanding the 1200 student capacity of the Senior High School, 
it is the opinion of this committee that this number would act as a detri- 
ment to the type of proper programming and flexible scheduling suitable 
to the future needs of Walpole.

Previous to the camp opening, the Director and his staff held five 
meetings to plan out the eight weeks of the summer. The program which 
resulted is as follows: July 5-9, celebration of July Fourth; July 10-14, 
Halloween week with Trick or Treating and a trip to Roger Williams 
Park; July 17-21, Thanksgiving week with a Turkey Banquet and a trip 
to Edaville Railroad; July 24-28, Christmas Week with presents, decora- 
tions, Santa Claus and trip to Duxbury Beach; July 31-August 4, Parents 
Week with a trip to Capron Park; August 7-11, Valentine Week with 
Open House and a trip to Jolly Cholly’s; August 14-18, St. Patrick’s Week 
with a trip to Ashland State Reservation and finally August 21-26, Easter 
Week with a train ride into Boston. 


The daily schedule ran as follows: Arrival—9:00-9:20; Attendance— 
9:30-9:35; Opening Exercises—9:35-9:40; Arts and Crafts—9:45-10:30; 
Nature Walk—10:30-11:00; Games of Physical Activity—11:00-11:30; 
Lunch—11:30-12:00; Change for Swim—12:00-12:15; Swim at Center 
Pools—12:15-1:30; Return to Change—1:30-2:00; Juice and Cookies— 
2:00-2:20; Free Play and Preparation for Department—2:20-3:00.
